W HEN pop-eyed Samuel THpys, secretary of the 
Navy OXfloe, in the toys of the merry mon- 
arch. Charles, and later In the days of the sour 
monarch, James, chronicled events and drew little 
pictures of ills own life in his diary, he made 
himaelf Immortal. But few of all .the host of 
readers that have laughed over the escapades and 
frivolities that he worte up in his cipher for his 
own eye have realised that his contemporaries 
regarded Mr. Pepys as a dignified occupant of an 
important government Job. 

And yet he was not only a philanderer but an 
acute statesman who could make a three-hour 
speech in Parliament that shook England and 
won for him the personal thanks of Charles the 
Second. Oay as he ofteij. jva* in his off hours, 
toe was grave enough in the conduct of public 
business. He laid the foundations of Great Bri¬ 
tain's naval power amid circumstances of dis¬ 
couragement that would have overwhelmed* a 
small man. And It lit this new view of Pepys .bar 
Is brought out by John Drinkwater in "Pepys: 
Hla Life and Character."

bAILOKA OF NAVY HIKE STARVING 
. But more worrying than the great fire was 
the decline of the navy owing to the vicious, 
negligent court, which squandered huge sums ot 
money on pleasure, but allowed seamen, officers 
and 'cl*?*# m the navy office to go witnout pay 
for months at a time. Sailors of the navy were 
really perishing of hunger towards the ciose of 
1006. In Marcn, 1007. Hepys wrote In the diary. 
‘This day a poor seaman a.most starved for lac* 
of -food, lying in our yard a-dyuig. I sent him 
balf-a-crown and we ordered his ticket to be 
paid." Although Pepys worked hard to remedy 
this condition, he waa powerless to save the navy 
from demoralization and the nation from what 
might easily have been disaster. Every schoolboy 
knows that the Dutch fleet sailed up the Thame# 
'In June, 1007, with almost no resistance, but few 
are awara of the fact that they burnt a number 
' of ships tamong them the one that had brought 
the king back to England! with Impunity, oe- 
cause British ships, on account of lack of fun'!*, 
were Ill-manned, and the few sailors left were 
without provisions, powder and shot. Things 
looked so black to Pepys that he was surest he 
Dutch fleet would eall right up to London and 
loot the elty. Ha therefore sent hla wife and 
father to Brampton with jl 1.300 In gold in th*!r 
night-bag. Later in (he day he sent hla clerk to 
Brampton with l.OCO more pieces. He took tne 
further precaution of carrying g 300 In a belt 
about his body. There waa a panic In London 
and people went about the streets crying for a 
parliament. Never waa a blacker day in Ores’ 
Britain's naval history. But luck was with tne 
people of London, for the Dutch, who had no Idea 
the English ships were so helpless, never went up 
to London. ' They left the Medway, content with 
au extremely damaging raid, and we may be sur« 
that Pepys heaved a hundred sighs of relief that

LIVES IN PRPYH'H EARLY HOME 

In order to Imbibe the spirit of Pepys, Mr. 
Drinkwater has been residing in the oak-beamrd 
farmhouse at Brampton. England, where Samuel 
.lived for some time and in later years often 
visited. And along the road to Hlnchlngbrooke, 
where Pepys often walked to visit his kinsman. 
Lord Sandwich, he who gave him hla first lee 
upwards into a government position and who for 
many years waa hie benefactor and patron. Mr 
Drinkwater walks to-day to pay frequent visits 
on. the present earl and hi# lady. In fact, he 
dedicated this book to "Alberta. Cqunteas of 
Sandwich, whose title was first graced by Pepys’a

Haym Solomon waa a young Polish Jew who 
fled from oppression in hla own land and reached 
the American colonies Juet In time to Join in the 
movement that made the colonise independent. 
Be was seized by the British, escaped, and fled 
to Philadelphia; and although he reached that 
city broke, he soon mode a sizable fortune as • 
broker, and presently attracted the attention of 
Robert Morris, who was gu'dlng the finances of 
the young republic. 

Morris lost no time in putting him to wokr: 
and by the time Cornwallis was finally run to 
earth at Yesfcfeown Solomon waa the man on 
whom Morris chiefly relied for selling government 
securities. 

But Solomon's services did not stop there. H* 
gave Upendly of hla own money to the petrlot 
cause, supported a number of delegatee to the 
Continental Congress and. In abort, contributed 


the Earl of Sandwich. Mr. Drtnkwaier has been 
able to add to the excellent illustration# in n!n 
life of Pepys a photograph of Jemlmah. Counter# 
of Sandwich. The painting belongs to the earl's 
private gallery.

Every reader of the diary will remember 
entrWs which describe the beginning of the 
plague, its increase and decline, but few will have 
realized how brave a man Pepya was in adopting 
as hla motto during that awful summer. "Businas* 
as usual." Most of the people in hla rank of life 
lied from the stricken city. No fault could hate 
been found with hlm had he remained at Wool¬ 
wich. whither he had removed hla wife. During 
the ghastly summer of 1868. when the grass was 
growing the streets, which were empty ~exoe?t 
for the tolling of bells and the cry. "Bring out 
your dead!" Pepya waa in hla place dally at the 
Navy Office in Seething Lane. Mr. Drinkwater 
points out that this la all the more to Jila credit . 
because he was not Indifferent to danger "He 
was an apprehensive little man. The slight fever 
of a cold was enough to throw him ai*o into a 
fever of fright. On July 31 he wrote: 'The plague 
growing very raging, and my apprehension of it 
great ' Arid on the 38th. he recorded that It was 
now in his parish of St. Olave's. So that X begin 
to think of setting things In order, which I pray 
Ood enable me to put both as to soul and body.' 
There le an air of alarm even In the syntax. But 
Pepya did not go He might have done so with¬ 
out loss of reputation. In those distracting days 
no man could be blamed for refusing to. take , 
what must have seemed far lea# than a level I 
chance with death. Examples of the refusal were 
about him on every hand. If he had said "hat 
he. too. must do hla work from Hampton Court, 
his colleagues In the public services could hare 
mads no complaint.''

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countries were thoroughly combed not only oy 
more or leas jrofeaalonal Lounleto but by an 
army of skilled amateur*. 'oractlme* with dtaar- 
trous results to the "rarity” itself. But the result 
hes been that the plants cf the world, while not 
wholly known, are known with a degree of thor¬ 
oughness for which two things are largely respon- 
sible: the development of a truly “natural".sys¬ 
tem of classification of world-wide authority and 
the popularization of botany as a hobby-study by 
such men as the Hookers. 

COMMUNITY SETTLEMENTS 

Since the beginning of this century botanists 
have been increasingly interested in a new aspect 
" of their science. The collectors of plants and toe 
students of their life-histories have both been 
drawn gradually towards ily consideration of 
their social or community existence. How far 
this has been suggested by a similar development 
of interest in man’s social organization I cannot 
aay. but it la not unlikely that both are related. 
However that may be. the study of plant com¬ 
munities and associations, takec to-day an ever- 
increasing place of Importance In the science of 
botany. It la developing a growing list of techni¬ 
cal terms and In consequence a highly speclallr^d 
literature of lta own. This celight In the Inven¬ 
tion of hybrid words. usuaHy crosses between 
Greek and English. Is. Z think, unfortunate, since 
It repels many an amateur who would otherwise 
he of aervlce; probably, however. U la unavoidable, 
at least Is the present staff. 

Plant communities are groups of plants In 
their wild state which are tten by observation 
and study to have a certain definite unity of life 
**to the climatic, water and soli con¬ 
dition* of their ’•home." With such communities 
we are all familiar. One type we find on the ■ 
grassy oak-dotted slopes of the Uplands; another 
by the shore of Lost Lake; a third along the land¬ 
ward edge of Beacon Hill sea-mint; and *© on. 
To interpret the meaning of such communities it 
1* necessary to know something of th# spec.ct 
represented, both a* to their family relations, the'r 
outward characters and their inward processes 
On the other hand cloae observation of the jlfe 
It ahares with other plants is an important, In¬ 
gredient of one’s knowledge of the Individual. 
The old proverb.^*A man 1*. known by the com¬ 
pany he keeps" is not inapplicable to the plan:; 
so also. "Birds of a feather flock together." 

By the seashore a abort time ago a friend 
asked me If the glaaswort cr annual samphire— 
he called It by an English local name—grew along 
the coast. Hot knowing It by the name he gave 
« but recognizing it by his description. I said I

built up for larger treea. and In time great 
spruces spread their shadow where the trout once 
played and mighty cedars rear their buttressed 
trunks where, the freshwater mussel built itg 


sandy shore, but on certain plant-life, and notably 
a species of coarse grass, invariably found In the 
company of the glasswotf. 

One form of oommynUy life Is wortU notice, 
end ts suggested here by my reference to the 
glaaswort. Parasitic plants are of course emln- 
eently social In their habits.* too much so in fact 
for their hosts. Now the glaaswort on our shores 
is dearly loved by a species of dodder, a parasite 
of the convolvulus family, whi-rh winds Its orange- 
yellow threads about the unfortunate glaaswort 
and forms a perfect network In the shore mea¬ 
dows where it grow*. Without , green leaves and 
therefore unable to manufacture photosynthe'ic 
►food Itself the dodder sucks its nurture Trom the 
salty Interior of its host. Other common para¬ 
sites are the one-flowered canoer-root. with 
purple, and sometimes white, flowers, which, 
grows on the roots of the grasses, buttercups and 
hog-fennels of grassy banks and hillsides, usuailv 
flowering In May. AJthougn X give three plants 
on the authority of Henry’s "Flora pf Southern 
B.C " I should not be surprised If it Is found to 
be peculiar to only one, as la usually the caw 
with parasites. Thus the tufted canoer-root. 
found along the Dallas Road waterfront and 
blooming any time from June to September, lives 
in parasitic relations with the gum weed so plenti¬ 
ful along the clay cliffs. 

A plant community may be made up of many 
different species of plants, one or more of which 
may be so characteristic of the community as to 
suggest a suitable name. Thus we may have a 
1 Douglas fir-cedar-hemlock community, or a 
community in which only‘one of the three is 
dominant, 'nils dominance or load Is often *6 
marked that the leader quite monopolises and 
controls the landscape. I recall a very intern¬ 
ing instance of this In California. The low clay 
lands along the Pajaro river near it* exit from 
the Santa Clam roller are covered In spring with 
a brilliant yellow Inember of the composts 
family. So dose is the formation that It looks 
like a llvthg Field of Cloth of Oold. X was very 
much surprised, therefore, on p*—<n g over it on 
foot, to find that the ground below carried on 
abundant cravat bine sad white lobelia growing 
in r^e cracks of the sun-deed clay. In the same 
way lupines will give a character to one of our 
hillsides and even suggest by their numbers tueir 
complete possession, while all about them grows 
the native rrmindwl th* uMn* uinn«.» *

the student of world history though not always 
easily followed, are paralleled by those of plan**. 
It Is s commonplace of botany that In a climate 
such a* ours, favorable to the growth of forests, 
the order of plant succession on a newly-exposed 
soil such as that of a recently glaciated and up¬ 
lifted region la as follows: fust, the lower types 
of plants, algae, lichens, mosses; next. annuAl 
flowering plants; then, perennials and grasses; 
shrubs follow; finally comes the forest. Two 
things are all-important ia this succession, the 
preparation of soil and ths carriage of spores and 
seed. Fitly enough, the lower plants are multi¬ 
plied by spores, and these are transported im¬ 
mense distances by wind. In this way the cruje 
sou materials are prepared for the higher plants 
and then their seeds, borne both by wind and 
animal agents, and in the early stages of tne 
land’s preparation largely wasted so far as prop i- 
gallon Is concerned, find at last a suitable en¬ 
vironment for germination and growth. 

Buch migration probably never wholly' ceases, 
though us processes may be ao slowed up as to' 
escape the obeerver unless his attention is spe¬ 
cially drawn to It by another or by the direction 
of his own interests or st-idles. Thi* the ad¬ 
vance of the fir forests at. this end of Vancouver 
Island has been going oa since the. arrival of 
Europeans and stUI persists. In places this ad¬ 
vance has been made at the expense of the earlier 
forest, aa on the south side of Blount Dou - 
las and elsewhere. In other localities, as In the 
Highland district. It Is the arbutus that has 
suffered eclipse. The latter tree la distinctly -re- 
aaeertlng itself in the drier soils where the fir, 
having once grown, has beesn destroyed, or bar 
never succeeded in establishing itself. The Oarry 
nak seems too slow a grower for the unequal con¬ 
flict and Is doomed to extinction except whem 
protected by man. 

One ©f the most marked local migrations of— 
plants is to be seen in full course by the aides 
of our lakes. There definite zones of vegetation 
push themselves out into the water with i speed 
limited only by the depth of the water. The 
minute duckweeds, the great Uly-pada. the 
bravgly waving cat'a-tali# and bulrushes the 
sweet gale and water wUlowi. these come one be- 
hind the other, building their way out into the 
lake: sometimes floating stems and roots upon 
Its surface and rising and falling with the wa¬ 
ter's flood and ebb. sometime* deeply rooted In 
the mud and left standing in the air as the 
water's level recedes. Gradually the ground Is 


B OTANISTS began by studying the Individual 
plant. Their earliest interests were no doubt 
with the plant’s use for. food or medicine. 
The ol<k "herbala" were largely taken up with 
such utilitarian purposes, and to-day the ’’herbal- 
lst." as the old-fashioned botanist was called, is 
one who deals In medicinal plants. In the nature 
of things the herbalist was a collector, for use but 
also for study, and as exploration became Increas¬ 
ingly extended the plant collector went further 
and further afield for his material. In far-off 
countries he found new und rare plants whose 
seeds and roots he brought back with much labor 
to his homeland, there to cultivate and tend 
them. Thus In the cities of Europe great botani¬ 
cal gardens supported at first by royal largesse 
apTang up as tbe living museums or exotic vege¬ 
tation. Common plants, such as the potato, often 
spent their first years of transplanted life in such 
carefully-tended surroundings. 

In addition to the llvln? 'plants THtaTOTTOP 
across continents and seas from their native soil, 
dried ones were brought together in great collec¬ 
tions or herbariums. Many of the plants col¬ 
lected could not be successfully removed to other 
lands or to artificial climates, or seeds %nd roots 
wetw unattainable. For the purposes of study 
the dried paint had to be s Uflclent, and so the 
’’hortua siccus” or "dry garden” seconded the 
botanical garden. A further reason for the es¬ 
tablishment'of these dried col lections was per¬ 
haps more gradually realized: plants grown in 
new surroundings are apt *o change more or less 
in certain respects from the type as originally 
found. Some of our garden varieties original 
arose from changes of this character. 

The botanist-collectors gradually worked out 
the classification of plants recognised to-day tbe 
world over. Linnaeus, the Swedish botanist, gave 
It a Rreat impulse with his system of naming 
applicable to both plants and anlmsls, but others 
wrought out the actual principles. Collecting 
then became of Immense Importance to the 
workers In systematic botany, busily engaged in 
the classification of plants in orders and families 
according to "natural” as epposeed to the older 
"artificial” system#. The rare plant began to 
take on a new valife, since it might represent not 
only a new species but a new family. The old*r 


To follow plant migration* we should have to 
travel from pole to pole, not only on land but 
out In the shallow continental seas and far out. 
across the surface of the oceanic waters. It Is 
one of the most fascinating aspects of geography| 
*o rfiuch ao that there is a department of th.iO 
study set apart for It under the name of "plant 
geography ” and associated with the name of 
Schlmper. who may- be said to have laid Its foun* 
dstlon. 


grass Is turning brown when the wild onions and 
the godetia raise their pink and purple flowers 
Into the plr. and about the same time shy orchids 
appear and on the rocks the golden blossoms of 
the stonecrops replace the blue of collinala and 
the yellow face-flowers of the dwarf mimulus. 

One reason for this succession of flowers—for 
It is of flowers rather than plants—is to be 
found in the different life-periods. Mingled with 
the bulbe and tubers of our perennial plants are 
the seeds of a host' of annuals. The bulbs and 
tubers usually, though not always, produce early 
flowers; they hsve abundant leaves, live briefly 
but fully, and die down. Many of the annuals 
can hardly wait the coming of spring, and their 
seedlings are to be found lining crevices of ths 
rocks and covering burnt-off soil long before our 
wlntor fete Is decided. Other annuals again are 
of a less hardy and aggressive character; these 
have of neceaalty to wait for wanner'days.. and 
thus their flowers do not appear until the earlltr 
members of the community are for the most part 
withered and their annual course run. Thus a 
plant community to be fully known and under¬ 
stood must be seen from the hidden bulb to tbe 
istrnt flower and from the resting seed to the 
enduring ever g reen. _l _ 

„ This complementary community life, as It has 
been called. Is one of the most charming things 
about tbe. flowering season of the year. making as 
It does for variety and the charm of change. 
Boom limes, however, the change is so slight to a 
casual glance that It passes unnoticed. On cur 
open level graea-lands. such as are found be¬ 
tween Foul Bay and the Uplands, the western 
buttercup u replaced in summer by golden 
cinquefoils or potentates and. by the edge of 
woods and thickets, by yellow geunu. Bdth have 
a somewhat buttercup-like appearance in flower 
and leaf, yet a alight examination by anyone, 
familiar with the earlier flower will show the dif-. 
ference at once. The cinquefoil of our Victoria 
"prairies” has Its own peculiar shade of yellow' 
and so has the geum. tbe leaf resemblance !fl 
born is entirely superficial, and In the arrange¬ 
ment and form of the floral parts their difference 
from the buttercup becomes the more marked the 
more carefully we examine them: they belong, in j 
fact, to the rose family. In theee instances the j 
change is real, though not so obvious as usual. | 


UNDER THE GREENWOOD TREE 

In our forests we may get another form of 
plant community, or perhaps it were better to 
say. an enlarged view of a common form. A gar* 
den lawn will show us plants at more than on# 
elevation, so much ao that some escape the cijso 
attentftMT of "the lawn-mower, such, for example. 
Is the troublesome little pearlwort’ sometime« 
found In Victoria lawns. Another Is the moaa tn *t 
also plays, havoc among the grass but Is remedied 
by the application of lime. Now in the forest we 
may hsve as many as three distinct levels of 
vegetation. The tall trees lift their top# Into the 
full sunshine above, and where the canopy thus 
formed is not dense we may have on the form 
floor a delightful association of funguses, lichens, 
mosses and ferns, with such flowering plants ks 
twin-flower, star-flower, yvrba buena, creeping 
honeysuckle, evergreen vljlet. trllllum. wood 
a nemo ne, queen-cup, such orchids as tbe parasitic 
coral-roots, and other curious parasites and sap¬ 
rophytes like pine-drops ant Indian-pipe Above 
thl# we may have an intermediate association of 
shrubs, gene ratty of one species, which may be 
salal or evergreen huckleberry In the vicinity ot 
the cot* , tall blueberry further Inland and 
higher. In the darker, thicker forests the car¬ 
pet may be reduced to little more than a few 
saprophytes and pamaltea. with funguses and 
mosses, while the shrubbery disappears alto¬ 
gether. The deciding factor in these varieties of 
forest vegetation Is light. With light reduced be¬ 
yond a certain minimum, far short' of darkness, 
fbw plants can survive; they perish of starvation. 
Thus the spread of the for.wt U only too surely 
at the expense of other plant Ife. What that 
may have been we can only guess from the 
scant remains found on the few remaining spaces 
left among the inland hills. On the other hand, 
where the forest permits s rich carpet of plants^ 
the deetruetton of tbe trees Insures for some 
years a crude and Ur-bslauced warfare between 
rival plants in which many of our common weeds 
play a by no means Inconspicuous part.
